MENT or Labour one for atiother. 


2, That whereas he that apply'd him- 
felf to Art could not be diverted by other 
Labours, he that labour'd could not apply 
himſelf to Art, but that the Variety of 
Things wanting, towards Neceſſity and 
Convenience of Life, required Variety of 
Application; ſo it behoy'd: Men out of their 


reſpective Applications and Employs to 


ſapply one another, and be ſupply'd from 


one another, with ſuch. Things as their 


Occaſion requir'd.. 
This was the Original of what we call 
FRADE or Dealing with one another.
